Over 1,000 students 
representing 15 CEGEPs and 
universities in the Montreal 
region participated In a 
demonstration and a two-hour* 
long occupation of the Ministry 
of Education offices yesterday. 

The purpose of the 
demonstration, organized by 
l'Association Nationale des 
Etudiants du Quebec (ANEQ), 
was to force the government to 
completely overhaul its loans 
and bursaries program. It was 
the largest student demon- 
stration in Montreal since the 
sixties. 

Students marched two miles 
from Carré St. Louis to the 
Ministry of Education offices 
on Fullum St. The students 
found the front doors locked 
and helmeted police to receive 
them. A route Into the building 
via a basement workshop of 
Hydro-Quebec was discovered 
after 20 minutes of waiting and 
the entire cortege mounted ten 
flights of fire steps to an 
unlocked door which let them 
Into the Ministry Information 
Services Bureau.

When they had settled in the 
plush partitioned offices, 
representatives of each school 
met. Morin was telephoned In 
Québec City. The situation was 
explained to him and ANEQ's 
demands put forth. 

Morin's response was 
negative. He agreed to talk with 
several representatives of 
ANEQ but did not concede that 
there was anything to 
negotiate. He gave no 
guarantee that he would not 
authorize the riot squad to 
forcibly expel the students. 

A second meeting was held. 
The ANEQ council decided to 
use passive resistance and to 
avoid provocation when dealing 
with the riot squad. An ANEQ 
delegate from CEGEP Vieux 
Montréal moved to end the 
occupation. 

"We can't hold out here very 
long, it's better to return to our 
schools and occupy them. We 
can mobilize more students at 
our schools and plan further 
strategy in an emergency 
National Council meeting in 
Québec this weekend," she 
said. The motion passed 
unanimously. 

The occupation ended with a 
speech by ANEQ represen- 
tative Grégoire Creparia who 
criticized Morin for labelling 
bursaries as "privileges." He 
said the demand for bursaries 
Is a struggle to abolish 
economic discrimination In 
education. "Education isn't a 
privilege, it's a right."

TAs getting shafted

Acting 
association chairperson Pierre 
Laramee commented, "I was 
handed the MTAA file by Greg 
Claeys, who was the chief 
negotiator last year and told, 
'Here.you're the MTAA now.' " 
Laramee doesn't even know

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how many TAs there are In the 
Arts faculty. He called a 
meeting of TAs at the begin- 
ning of the year but nobody 
showed up. Yesterday, 
however, fifteen TAs from five 
Arts departments attended a 
meeting. 

Laramee. wants every 
department to elect a 
representative to a central 
council. The council will act on 
behalf of the TAs but major 
decisions will have to be 
ratified by 50% of the member 
TAs. 

Laramee would like to get 
things rolling . as soon as 
possible since he feels time is a 
top priority. 

"There are a lot of very 
pressing issues and if nothing 
is done about them this year it 
will probably be too late," he 
said. "There have been 
ominous signs that TAs next 
year are going to get the axe. 
TAs are a very low priority in 
terms of the faculty budgets." 

Laramee would like to see 
the TAs get a contract. 
Currently they are working 
under terms negotiated in a 
1976 aggreement, which, 
Laramee feels, affords them 
little protection. He said that 
several departments are 
violating the' terms of the 
agreement dally without fear of 
repercussions. 

"The administration was 
laughing behind the backs of 
the TAs who signed the 
agreement. They knew it wasn't 



worth the paper it was printed 
on," said Laramee. 

The TAs would like to have 
hiring policies clarified. Said 
Laramee, "There is really no 
hiring process. The whole thing 
is totally mysterious." One TA 
noted that many TAs were 
rehired simply on the basis of 
how they got along with the 
professors. 

Other TA grievances include 
the fact that their cost of living 
allowances (COLAs) are not as 
high as those of the professors, 
and that the student/TA ratio 
agreed upon in 1976 is not 
being adhered to In several 
departments and ' that there 
is no adequate definition of the 
TAs' job. 

Laramee noted that the 
language departments brought 
in people from outside the 
university to perform TA jobs 
last year and because they 
didn't call them TAs, they paid 
them less salary. "That's a 
classic union-busting tactic," 
he said. 

Yesterday's meeting ended 
with the TAs being dispatched 
to their various departments to 
stir up interest. Last year there 
was so little interest in the 
Association that it couldn't 
even touch its $800 bank ac- 
count. Quorum was never 
reached at meetings and 
consequently a signing officer 
could not be elected nor could 
the association vote to take 
action on any of the issues 
concerning it.

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Standards lower in political science?

Lack of intellectual discipline is 
a widespread problem with 
students In McGIH's Political 
Science Department, according 
to a recent Daily survey of 
professors. In one professor's 
words, intellectual discipline 
means "learning to size up a 
topic to see how it can be dealt 
with In a systematic way." 

Yet, there Is no consensus on 
the quality of undergraduate 
students In the department. 
Current students are showing 
an improvement over the 
downhill trend of recent years, 



say professors, who were 
questioned. Various professors 
In the department expressed 
differing opinions when asked 
to discuss academic standards 
today compared to those of ten 
years ago. 

Professor Paul Noble, who 
has been with the department 
15 years, said, "It Is as difficult 
as ever to get an A." He 
estimated that less than 10% of 
a class gets As. 

The number of Bs has risen. 
This, explained Noble, is 
because there are more B 



minuses now instead of Cs. The ' 
chairperson of the department, 
Professor Kunz, said today's 
students are given the benefit 
of the doubt more than they 
were in the past. The career and 
grad school-oriented students 
of the 1970s are also more apt 
to haggle over marks. 

Professor Janice Stein, who 
also taught at McGill during the 
sixties, said the standards of 
her introductory classes have 
had to be lowered. High 
standards are now a luxury, In 
her opinion. 

Abilities of students have

come under fire in recent years. 
Stein agreed - students have 
difficulty in expressing 
themselves in writing. 

"People don't write on the 
point, not because they're 
trying to fool a professor," said 
Noble. "Rather, they genuinely 
are unable to reason intensely 
enough to Identify the point 
and then address it." 

Kunz added that a student's 
background knowledge ob- 
viously varies from course to 
course but in fields such as 
political philosophy, one finds 
examples of staggering 
ignorance. "Philosophical 
thought, which Is the backbone 
of western civilization, should 
be familiar to students entering 
university. University is not the 
place for the gathering of this 
Information." 

Stein also feels there is a 
lack of familiarity with broad 
Currents of history. 
- But the horizon Is not all 
bleak. One political philosophy 
professor said he considers 
today's senior students better 
than those of the past. He 
gauged this in terms of 
students' apparent Interest and 
Intellectual energy. "Their 
language may be vulgar, lack 
sensibility and display a lack of 
background knowledge" but he 
does not see this as being 
different from before. 

What about. tho quality of a 
student leaving with a BA from 
McGill in political science? 
"It's better," said Kunz. "An 
undergraduate from McGill 
with a first class honours 
degree will be accepted at any 
grad. school in the western 
world/' 

As welt as more diversified 
offerings, professors feel the 
level of courses has Improved. 
Staff are able to 'offer more 
specialized courses and are no 
longer forced to go into less 
familiar areas. 

In the past there was more of 
a consensus about what the 
core of a political science 
programme should be. Honours 
students were told to take 3 or 4 
specific courses, whereas now 
there is an overlapping core. 
Students are required to take 
twelve credits of related work. 
The i effect has been that 
graduates come out with a 
greater knowledge of 
specialized areas but with less 
general knowledge. 

Students appear to be 



working harder than their 
predecessors of a decade ago. 
Work demands made of 
students are greater. With a 
large number of the courses 
reduced to a half year, students 
must write double the amount 
of papers and read twice as 
much. 

There are many more 
students per faculty member 
now. Political science has 
Increased in popularity yet 
budgetary constraints have not . 
allowed expansion of the staff 
at the same rate. 

In 1969, with the advent of 
the prerequisite CEGEP degree, 
an honours or majors 
programme was reduced from 
four to three years. Prof. Noble 
believes that without that extra 
year of university students tend 
to be finishing their time at 
McGill with disparate abilities. 

Previously a student spent 
his first year In general cour- 
ses. This gave the department 
the opportunity to be more 
discriminating when selecting 
candidates for the honours 
programme. Now, screening Is 
less reliable because people's 
backgrounds are so varied. 

Students are more reluctant 
to enter honours. At lea*8t one- 
third of honours students 
switch to majors after the first 
year but about the same 
number of second-year 
registered majors students are 
Invited by the department to 
switch into honours. 

The number of advisors 
assigned to majors has in- 
creased from one to three to 
accommodate the change. 

Have budget cuts hurt the 
quality of professors? Not yet 
said Noble. Most of the 
political science professors 
were hired before budget 
constrictions became acute. 
No new teaching positions 
have been added in three or 
four years. The department has 
•only hired permanent or 
transitory replacements. 

In the long run, universities In 
general will probably suffer 
because bright students will 
opt out of academics and 
choose instead to go Into 
professional schools. Also, 
with job security more tenuous, 
staff members will be in- 
creasingly Inclined to stay, 
which means less of an in- 
fusion of new thinkers than in 
the past.
